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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejection(s) against 
claim(s) 45-48, and 54-59, but reversed all rejections against claim(s) 49-53, and 60-74. 
Claims 45-48, and 54-59 is/are cancelled by the examiner in accordance with MPEP § 
1214.06. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 49-53, and 60-74 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, 
do not teach or suggest at least a semiconductor device structure, the structure 
comprising: a chemical vapor codeposited diffusion barrier layer wherein the diffusion 
barrier layer is formed of RuSi x , where x is in the range of about 0.01 to about 10. 

Regarding claim 50-53, the references of record, either singularly or in 
combination, do not teach or suggest at least a capacitor structure comprising: wherein at 
least one of the first and second electrode comprises a chemical vapor codeposited 
diffusion barrier layer formed of RuSi x , where x is in the range of about 0.01 to about 10. 

Regarding claims 60-62, and 69-74, the references of record, either singularly or 
in combination, do not teach or suggest at least a semiconductor device structure, the 
structure comprising: a chemical vapor codeposited diffusion barrier layer, wherein the 
diffusion barrier layer is formed of RuSi x , where x is in the range of about 0.01 to about 
10. 
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Regarding claims 63-68, the references of record, either singularly or in 
combination, do not teach or suggest at least a capacitor structure comprising: a chemical 
vapor codeposited diffusion barrier layer, and wherein the diffusion barrier layer is 
formed of RuSi x , where x is in the range of about 0.01 to about 10.
